Carmack, closed tonight with Generel 
Washington, of the defense, in the mid- 
die of his argument, and two more at- 
torneys to follow him. At this rate it 
is doubtful if the case will go to the 
jury before Saturday. General Wash- 
ington finished his ninth hour of argu- 
ment when court adjourned at 5 Pp. m., 
and he announced that he would ‘‘con- 
clude some time tomorrow.” 

Anderson and McCarn Yet to Speak. 

He will be followed by Judge Ander- 
son, who ie expected to make the main 
argument for the defense. Then Attor- 
ney General McCarn will close for the 
state. Judge Anderson says he will re- 
quire about six or eight hours for his 
speech, while McCarn declares that four 
hours will do him. 

Judge Hart today again requested the 
attorneys to submit instructions for the 
charge, and complained that they were 
slow about complying.

The usual sentence, a commitment to 
the higher court, a fine of $500, and a 
stockade sentence of thirty days, was 
laid on the head of Morris Cohen, soft 
drink dealer and grocer at 103 Decatur 
street, yesterday afternoon in the po- 
lice court by Judge Broyles. The 
charge was selling liquor and keeping 
it in his place of business. A case 
charging the violation of the near beer 


fordinance was dismissed. 


Cohen's attorneys, Frank M. Htighes 
and Morris Mack, appealed the case 
and gave bond to the amount of $1,000, 
twice ine amount of the fine, and the 
Same amount of the bond under the: 
original state charge. Consequently, 
Cohen will be able to stave off tem- 
porarily, at least, the payment of the 
fine and the execution of the sentence. 
Policeman Griffin, recently elected to 
the force as a supernumerary, testified 
that the and a friend had gone to Co- 
hen’s store on February {3 and bought 
a pint of whisky for $!. Detectives 
Hood and Arthur related how they had 
gone there a week later and unearthed 
about 1,000 bottles of beer and nearly 
100 flasks of whisky, which Cohen 
stoutiy maintained had been ordered 
and kept on ice for the wedding feast 
of his daughter, Miss Lillie Cohen, who 
married Sam Loeb, a young business 
man, on February 23. The wedding 
came off at the appointed time and the 
beer and whisky seized by the au- 
thorities was replaced with another 
order. 

Cohen denied that he had ever sold 
any whisky to Griffin or his friend. 
He said he had sent out !,000 invita- 
tions to the wedding and that about 
700 people were at the wedding feast. 
He stated that the affair cost him 
about $1,000. 

The attorneys for the defense sought 
to attack the constitutionality of the 
law touching the pogsession of whis- 
ky for the purpose of illegal sale. They 
brought out the new point that there 
are two subject matters under the 
title head of the law on the “manu- 
facture and sale of liquors,” which du- 
plicity of title they claim is in itself 
contrary to law. A motion ‘to dismiss 
the case on this ground was ruled out 
by the recorder, the latter stating that 
the court of appeals had ruled that the 
law in question is a good one.

MOTHER GIVES LIFE 
TO SAVE LITTLE SON 


Mrs. Baumann, Wealthy New 
York Merchant’s Wife, 
Run Down by Auto. 


New York. Maré&h 1!1!.—Mrs. Leopold 
Baumann, wife of a wealthy New York 
furniture dealer, was struck and killed 
tonight by an avtomobile owned by Tul- 
ly C. Estee, a flour merchant. Mr. and 
Mrs. Estee, with a party of friends, 
were in the car at the time. 

Mrs. Baumann and her 4-year-old son 
Were waiting for a street car at a cor- 
ner in the Bronx. Just as their car 
reached the corner and they turned to 
board it, the Estee automobile swung 
out of the darkness from a.cross street. 

The mother saw her danger just. in 
time to throw her weight against the 
child, pushing him against the street car, 
So that the automobile hit him only a 
glancing Diow. His injuries as a result 
were slight. Mrs. Baumann herself was 
thrown thirty feet across the street, 
dying of her injuries a few minutes later. 

The automobile was stopped at once, 
and its occupants gave every possible at- 
tention to their victims. Tie police 
placed the chauffeur under arrest. Mr.

‘“Unpublishable” Reasons 
Assigned for Course. 


On Demand of Newspaper 
Mayor of Los Angeles Not 
Only Resigns His Office- but 
Gets Out of Race for Re- 

« election—Alleged That Har- 
per Protected Vice. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March }1.—Mayor A. 
C. Harper resigned tonight. He de- 
clined to explain his action. The mayor 
isa candidate for reelection at a spe- 
cial election called for ‘March 26, under 
the recall clause of the city charter. rie 
had been recalled from o€fice by a peti- 
tion signed by 10,000 voters, because of 
various allegations of misconduct made 
against him. 

Mayor Harper announced that he 
would withdraw as a candidate for re- 
election. The mayor's actions were a 
Surprise, coming in the heet of the 
campaign. 

For several months two leading Los 
Angeles newspapers have been charg- 
ing that Mayor Harper has permitted 
vice of all kinds to be protected. In 
an extra edition of an afternoon paper 
there appeared a letter written by tite 
mayor to the manager thereof. It said: 


‘In fulfillment of my obligations en- 
tered into with you when I promised to 
withdraw my name from the ballot in 
the present recall election whenever 
you demanded that I should do so, I 
hereby notify you that in compliance 
with your demand made this day I 
have requested the county clerk tto 
withdraw my name from the ballot.’’ 


In explanation of its demand that the 
mayor withdraw. the paber asserts that 
“the reasons that it has taken this 
drastic action are unpublishable,” and 
it did so “after searching the mayor’s 
official and private record in order to 
protect the people of Los Angeles.” 


Mayor Harper was elected on the 
democratic ticket for a three-year term, 
and he had served two years and three 


months.

Baltimore, March !!.—The revelations 
published today concerning the finan- 
cial ventures of Rev. Caspar P. El- 
bert, recently resigned from the rec- 
torship of St. Catherine’s Roman Cath- 
olic church, has causeda sensation in 
Catholic circles. Cardinal Gibbons has 
assumed the burden of paying Father 
Elbert’s debts, which, so far as, dis- 
closed, amount to about $130,000, ex- 
clusive of a church debt of $28,000. 

The obligations issued to banks and 
individuals in amounts ranging from 
$1,000 to $10,000, and were all signed 
by Father Elbert as pastor of St. Cath- 
erine’s church. He had life insurance 
to the extent of $70,000, but had bor- 
rowed heavily on his policies. 

According to an official statement 
from Cardinal Gibbons, little of the 
money raised by Father Elbert was 
used for church purposes. 

‘Some of it went,” he said, ‘“‘to pay 
premiums on life and accident in- 
surances. The balance went into vis- 


ionary financial schemes by which he 
expects to realize large profits. There 
is no indication that the money was 
spent for any improper purposes.”’ 
Father Elbert is now in a sanitarium 
and is believed to be mentally unbal- 


anced.

There was no evidence of a rivalry 
for the honor of possession expressed 
by the opposing forces, no formal ex- 
pressions ‘of personal partisanship, | it 
always the two viewpoints; one that 
Andersonville was the logical place, 
as that was where the first chapters 
of the Wirz drama were enacted; and 
the other directly opposite: that it 
was the last place for the monument 
to be placed, for, although on Georgia 
soil, it is the place, too, where lie the 
federal. dead in a national cemetery.

Managers’ Association of the Southeast, 
held yesterday in the offices of Presi- 
dent Wickersham, of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, a number of 
questions relative to the railway busi- 
ness were taken up and discussed.

Washington, March !i.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor hereafter may 
freely refer to the boycott against the

ant’s ‘business as in the “We dan’t pat; 
ronize”’ or ‘‘unfair’” list in furtherance 
of a boycott. 

The court holds that the defandants 
cannot be restrained from all publica- 
tions referring to the Buck’s Stove and 
Range Company, but only such as are 
made in furtherance of an illegal boy- 
cott.

In a@ partially dissenting opinion, in 
which he says that he is unable to con- 
cur entirely in the modified decrees of

END OF THE $29,240,000 FINE. 


There is, perhaps, no one, not even Judge Kennesaw Mountain Landis, 
by whom that $29,240,000 fine against the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 


like it, would ever be paid, 
The amount ot the fine was. preposterous and absurd and, whether or 


not a judicial grandstand play, there is no doubt that it had much to do with 
the final and complete failure of the government’s case, announced in yes- 
terday’s dispatches. 

If the amount of the fine imposed by Judge Landis had been kept 
within the bounds or reason, there is a decided probability that the convic- 
tion would have stood, for there is no question as to the Standard’s guilt 
of the charge of receiving rebates from the Chicago and Alton Railroad Com- 
pany, and, as Judge Anderson said upon the second trial of the case just 
concluded, after he had instructed the jury to find a verdict of acquittal, 
“the most we can say is that the question is one upon which judges, after 
full discussion, might very reasonably disagree.’ 

The court’s finding was based upon a technicality—the neiduiiainiins of 
an established and specific legal rate between the two points where the 
rebating was allowed. 

At the same time there is no doubt of the fact that the railroad com- 
pany itself accepted oil shipments in this territory at a fixed figure, and, 
contrary to the spirit, if hot the letter of the law,-remitted to the Standard 
Oil Company, under secret agreement not made with other shippers, a por- 
tion of the rate so paid. 

‘The court declined to accept the Illinois classification as proof of the 
existence of a legal rate of 18 cents. Under the present requirements of 
the interstate commerce law, however, such a ruling would be practically 
impossible, for all possible tariffs are now legally established by record 
with the interstate commerce commission. 

Judge Landis’s view of the case, so far as the question of guilt was 
concerned, was, undoubtedly, the correct one, but he overshot the mark in 
passing sentence. 

Had he confined the sentence within reasonable bounds, there is little 
doubt but that it would have passed simply to the appellate court for final 
decision upon the merits involving the company’s ‘guilt or innocence of the 
specitic charges involved. 

Nevertheless, the prosecution has, without doubt, had a salutary effect, 
and it is safe to say there will be no serious or flagrant attempt for some 


time to come at violation of the laws against rebating. 
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PUSH WORK ON THE NEW RESERVOIR. 


Under no circumstances should there be any cessation or even abate- 
ment of work upon the new waterworks reservoir. 

Atlanta’s safety in its water supply depends upon the prompt comple- 
tion of this project. 

Upon this new reservoir Atlanta is dependent for sufficient water 
meet all emergencies; for clear and pure water, in the opportunity which 
it will afford to clean the reservoirs from which the immediate supply is 
drawn, and for protection in case of disaster to that portion of the system 
which brings the supply in from the Chattahoochee river. 

.‘ The idea and suggestion that it will require two years for the compe 
tion of this work should not for a moment be tolerated. ‘ 

The new reservoir should by all means be completed this summer anil 
the city council ought to get back of the water department, and both direct 
their energies to this important end. 

Public health and public safety are both involved in this project and 
council cannot afford to let the work which has progressed so Well of late 
now lag or stop. 

To stop it now would be to let it fall into inattention and neglect, from 
which it might not emerge in many months. 

This is one thing which council, despite its much-talked-of financial 
embarrassment, should find the means of pushing to as speedy as possible 
completion. 

It is not an impossible task. Problems much more difficult have been 
met and solved by Atlanta’s administrative body, and with comparatively 
little fuss about it. 

Council can and should’make all necessary arrangements to keep going 
this work on the new reservoir. 

It should be kept up at full speed.

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EX-PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
AND MONROE DOCTRINE

(By Hon. William L. Scruggs, former 

United States Minister to Venezuela.) 
_What is the (Monroe doctrine? It may 
be comprehensively stated in three short 
sentences. 

1. No participation by the United 
States in the political affairs of Europe, 
and no interposition by Ewrope in the 
political affairs of American free states. 

2. No more European colonies on the 
American hemisphere, but. those estab- 
lished and recognized prior to 1823 not 
to be interfered with. 

3. No extension of European political 
systems or “spheres of influence” on this 
continent, and no expansion of pre-ex- 
istent European colonies therein. 

This is all there is of it. Tt needs no 
construction; it is too plain to be misin- 
terpreted or misunderstood. It was pro- 
mulgated as a measure of self-defense, 
not as a species of knight errantry or 
jingoism. It never contemplated inter- 
vention by us to prevent European gov- 
ernments from enforcing international 
Obligations against any~ Latin-American 
State; for international responsibility is 
a necessary concomitant of national sov- 
ereignty. But, in enforcing such obliga- 
tions, European powers are warned 
against .the seizure and permanent oc- 
cupation of any American territory, or 
the acquisition of such territory in sat- 
isfaction for debt, or as indemnity for 
riots or denials of justice. It has never 
embarrassed European governments in 
the free administrationof affairs in their 
legitimate colonies in America, but it 
has been many times successfully in- 
voked to prevent expansions of those 
colonies—the most notable instance being 
in behalf of Venezuela as against Eng- 
land in 1695-96. Nor has it ever embar- 
rassed us th any iegitimate efforts’ to 
extend our commercial! relations to any 
part of the world: 

In this sense, but in no other, it has 
always fesponded to intelligent public 
sentiment in this country, and has. ai- 


ways commanded the firm suppert of 
every administration, from that ef 


Washington to the present, whether re- 
publican or democratic. Nor has there 
ever been a formal protest against it by 
any Buropean power; on the contrary, 
France and England are both on record 
as approving it, and by passive acqui- 
escence for nearly a whole century all 
the other European powers stand com- 
| mitted to it. It is, therefore, legitimate- 
ly part of modern international law. 
Why, then, should we think of aban- 
doning or modifying it?. I can imagine 
no good reason for doing so. We should 
consistently adhere to it, and, if neces- 
sary, enforce it at all hazards. But, in 
doing this, we should be equally careful 
not to transcend its well-defined limita- 
tions, and not foolishly “butt in” every 
time a Latin-American state gets into 
a controversy with an European power.

TWO FRANCHISES 
WERE CONSIDERED 


Council Committee on 
Electric and Other Rail- 
ways Take Up Work. 


The council tommittee on electric and 
other railways had a long session yester- 
day afternoon upon the hearing of an 
“application for a franchise by the Pied- 
mont Power Company to furnish electric 
power in the city, and a petition by the 
Atlanta and Carolina Railway Company 
for an extension of its franchise from 
April | to November I, 1909. 

When the application for a franchise 
Jor the Piedmont Power Company was 
taken up, Abbert Howell, Jr., represented 
fhe petitioners, and Preston Arkwrigm 
spoke for the Georgia Railway and 

lectric Company, which resisted the 
application on the ground that the new 
company sought a perpetual franchise. 

Mr. Arkwright made the first talk. 
He reviewed the early franchises of the 
old horse car companies, under which 
his company is now operating, and said 
that this privilege was granted to 
Pioneers ina rmsky investment. Since 
then, he argued, all other franchises had 
been HMmited to either thirty or fifty 
years. 

Mr. Howell, in his reply, stated that 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany fiad a perpetual franchise, and his 
company wanted the same privilege, so 
it might compete with the old company. 
He said that other power companies 
had been started for Atlanta, and had 
failed to materialize because they had 
been burdened with impossible proposi- 
tions. He asked that the new company 
be placed on exactly the same footing 
as the old company. A 

Talks were also made by Alderman 
Curtis, Councilman Chambers, J. S. B. 
Thompson and Dr. L. B. Magid, the 
president of the Piedmont Power Com- 
pany. 

Alderman Curtis and 
Qhambers opposed the penpetual fran- 
chise. Neither is a member of the 
committee. Mir. Thompson spoke for the 
granting of the franchise. 

Atitorney Courtland S. Winn spoke for 
the extension of the franchise of the 
Atlanta and Carolina Railway Company. 
The sommittee wanted more time to 
investigate the question of making a 
change in the tax on gross freight re- 
ceipts. 

After some discussion, the committee 
decided to meet again Saturday  after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, when both the fran- 
Ghise of the Piedmont Power Company 
and the extension of the franchise of the 
railway company will be finally decided, 
so a report can be made to the gen- 
eral council next Monday afternoon.

Unexpended BalanceGoes 
Back Into Treasury. 


Cannot Be Claimed Despite | 
Exemption Supposed to Have 
Been Made in Its . Favor. 
More Than $53,000 Lost to 

‘State Militia. 


An unexpended balance of the state- 
military fund appropriated by the legis- 
lature, amounting to. $53,597.72, has re- 
verted back to the state treasury, de- 
spite a provision in«the military law 
of 1907 apparently exempting the mili- 
tary fund from such reversion which 
is required in the case of all unexpend- 
ed balances by section !99 of the code. 

Under the code section, any unex- 
pended balance of an appropriation re- 
verts to the general fund in the treas- 
ury after the expiration of six months 
following the year for which it was 
appropriated. But, apparently, the 
legislature exempted the military fund 
from the operations of this section.

OHIO LOSES $370,885.28 
BY LOCAL OPTION LAW 


Closing of Hundreds ‘of Sa- 
loons Has Largely Decreased 
State’s Revenue. 


= 


Columbus, ‘Ohio, March: !!.—Largely as 
a result of the: operation of the Rose 
county local option law, the revenue 
derived by. the state from the $1,000 
Dow tax on saloons forthe semi-an- 
nual period ending December 20, 1908, 
known as the January’ settlement, 
shows a net decrease of $370,885.28, as 
compared with the settlement for the 
preceding January semi-annual period, 
Figures compiled from the reports of 
the eighty-eight counties of the state 
by Auditor of State Fullington give 
this information. 

At the beginning of the- period just 
closed, 7,909 saloons paid the half-year 
tax of $500, from whjch the state re- 
ceived $1,026,415.44 as its share. For 
the same period of the year before 
there were 9,418 saloons, from which 
the state received $4,381,060.22. This 
comparison shows a loss of '!,505 sa- 
loons and a decrease of $354,644.78 for 
the beginning of the period just clobed 
and the one of the preceding year. The 
state must refund $16,240.50.

South Georgia Threaded 


With Short Lines. 


Number of Railroads Now Be- 
ing Constructed in That Sec- 
tion of State Indicates the 
Prosperity Which It Is Enjoy-

Nashville, Ga., March !!.—(Special.)— 
Whether railroads building in a country 
because it is a coming country, or 
whether a country is a coming countfy 
because the railroads are building in it, 
is a question I am asking. You can tell 
something about @ country by the new 
railroads that are being built in it. I 
can tell the people of any country how 
to get a new railroad—they need only 
to move their country to south Georgia, 
and somebody will build a railroad on it. 

I propose now to name some lines of 
railroad that are now being built in 
south Georgia. I shall tell you .where 
they are building, but I-am afraid to 
say where they are building to. A new 
railroad will not tell you where it is 
going until it builds its line so near a 
town it cannot stop or get around the 
town—then it will tell a newspaper 
man in confidence that it is going to 
that town. Angenewspaper man that 
undertakes to explain that a railroad, 
having begun its new line at Pineville, 
“is pushing north to Oaktown” will 
prove himself out a prevaricator, for as 
certain as he says it, that railroad will 
turn right around and build south to 
Poplarville, or quit and build nowhere, 
Wait until it gets within a quarter of 
a@ mile of Oaktown and the raflroad will 
tell you that it is building to that town. 

Many New Roads. ‘ 

Every part of south Georgia has had 
a new railroad, or it will have one by 
and by. If the United States govern- 
ment could move all these railroad en- 
gineers, with their forces and tools, to 
Panama, the ditch down there *wouid 
be completed sooner. 

There is a new railroad at Sparks, 
<a., Or will be one there when it has 
Sone where it is going. They—I do not 
know who—are working on the Sparks 
end of it, where eight miles of rail have 
been laid. It is headed west and is 
supposed to be going to Moultrie, 
though, as a matter of fact, it may be 
going to Montezuma. It is going some- 
where very fast, for somebody has con- 
tracted to give it ten car loads of 
watermelons this year. It is the Sparks 
Western, and that is why a newspaper 
man says it is going west. At Sparks 
it connects with.the Georgia Southern 
and Florida and also with the Georgia 
and Florida. Whose child it is nobody 
knows, but that does not mean it is 
illegitimate, for it is young yet and if 
it goes right and gets where it is going, 
the parent will no doubt own it. A 
whole lot of people say the Georgia 
and Florida did it, but the Georgia and 
Florida stands mute ,when called on to 
plead. ° 


Two Similar Towns, 

Sparks is another Berrien eéounty 
town with ten or fifteen hundred popu- 
lation and two banks. Sparks and Adel, 
the latter another Berrien county town, 
with about fifteen hundred population 
and two banks, are twins, but both, for 
some reason, deny it. They are close 


ij kin, for they are very much alike and 


only two miles apart, and are both am- 
bitious and prosperous. But I believe 
they deny any and all relationship. That 
does not matter, however, for in an- 
other vear or two that little chasm of 
two miles will ‘be bridged over or filled 
in, and they will be one great one, 
known probably by the euphonious 
name of Adi-Sparks, with nothing to 
divide them but Georgia politics. 

Like Sparks, Adel is on the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad and has 
still another rajjroad, the South Geor- 
gia and West ast, that runs from or 
to Perry, in Florida. Just why that 
railroad did not build two miles more 
into Sparks can be accounted for only 
on the theory that some newspaper man 
wrote and said it would. It does now 
propose to fhuild into Sparks and con- 
nect there with the branch line of the 
Georgia and Florida from Nashville. 

At Valdosta a new line ig being built. 
A large force of hands is engaged in 
grading. For the reason that this line 
is known as the Valdosta and Moultrie 
railroad, I presume it also is going to 
Moultrie. Ido not know what the at- 
traction at Moultrie, is, but the rail- 
roads are said to be going there, even 
though there are three or four lines 
already in that town. I will go ‘over 
and~> see about it. 

In other letters I have spoken of that 
new railroad proposed from McRae to 
Broxton, connecting with the Georgia 
and Florida, also a line from Milltown 
to Ray’s Mill or to Nashville. 

There is a line chartered and being 
built from St. Mary's to Waycross. I 
think I stated once it would 
build north to. Nashville, but now I am 
told it is going to Sparks, though prob- 
ably to Nashville first. It will cross 
the countieg, of Ware, Clinch, Berrien, 
Camden, Charlton and Pierce. Its board 
of directors are men capable of bhilding 
a railroad. Besides Captain L. Johnson, 
president, the board is composed of L. 
A. Wilson, George R. Youmans, C. M, 
Sweat, J. M. Bell, A. Sessoms, H. 
Murphy and George Deen. 

In Florida, just over the state line, is 
the Madison Southern railroad, whieh, 
4t is said, will build south to Perry, 
Fla. It is headed that way. 


Indications ‘of Prosperity. 

The foregoing are some of the new 
railroad enterprises that indicate that 
something is doing in south Georgia and 
that more will be done as the days go 
by. 

The Georgia and Florida is rapidly 
pushing work all along its line, from 
Madison, Fla.. to Augusta, Ga. It’ is 
making regular schedules daily between 
Madison, Fila., and - Hazlehurst. Ga. 
North of the latter place the contract 
for its bridge over the Altamaha river 
calls for its completion this summer. 
At the same time the management ex- 
pects to complete the gap between the 
river an@ Vidalia, a distance of only 
twenty miles. With one other. gap of 
seventeen miles, between Summit and 
Midville, completed, the Georgia and 
Florida will be within thirty ,miles of 
Augusta. Mr. John Skelton Williams, 
the president of the road, makes fre- 
quent visits to the general offices at 
Dougias, manifesting the greatest in- 
terest in its progress generally and 
pushing its completion. 

This system and the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atiagtic give south. Geor- 
gia two new trunk lines the last two 
years, and, as shown above, the section

CANT REVOKE LICENSE. 


Decision of Supreme Court Es- 
tablishes a Precedent. 


The decision of the “supreme court 
of Georgia, in the case of George 
Pefinis vs. The City of Alanta, estab- 
lishes a precedent in Georgia that will 
be of considerable interest to the of- 
ficials of the various cities throughout 
the state. 

The plaintiff in the case, who was a 


Greek tobacconist, established a tobac- | 


co stand and lunch business on Broad 
street in Atlanta, and some of the ten- 
ants occupying adjacent stores com- 
plained that the nature of the bus- 
iness established and conducted by 
Pefinis was injurious to their own 
custom and to the neighborhood in 
general, and upon their complaint the 
city council of Atlanta adopted a res- 
olution revoking his license and di- 
recting the city license inspectors to 
immediately close his store. 

Pefinis employed lawyers and 
brought suit asking for an .njunction 
against the city of Atlanta and the 
city license inspectors, but upon the 


/ hearing of the case in Fulton superior 


court, Judge Ellis sustained the action 


of the city council and declined to is- 
Sue an injunction. 


The attorneys for Pefinis were dis- 
satisfied with the decision of Judge 


Ellis, and appealed the case to the 


supreme court of Georgia. and upon 
the hearing, the supreme court, all of 
the justices concurring, reversed the 
decision of Judge Ellfg and sustained 
the contention of Pefinis, the plain- 
tiff, in every particular, denying the 
authority and jurisdiction of the city 
council to revoke or withdraw the le- 
ga) license or to prevent a citizen from 
carrying On a lawful business. 

The plaintiff was represented by 
Cam D. Dorsey and by Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, of the firm of Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman; and the city of At- 
lanta Was represented by the city at- 
torneys, Messrs. Mayson & Hill.

General Washington here repeated

murderer, you know it. Murder does not 
run in that breed, an aristocratic, old 
blue-blooded family.

Then, knowing Craig is a friend of Car- 
mack, he tells Craig of the insult, and 
he uses violent language. So would 
you, any one of you. 

“Gentlemen, I tell you, you will not 
put the noose around the neck of any 
man for doing what you would havé 
done under similar circumstances. No 
jury, thank God, ever did and no one 
ever will. 

Admits Cooper Was in Rage. 

“Now, maybe Colonel Cooper did say 


The Tennessean, one of us must die,’ or 
‘The town will not be big enough for 
both of us,’ I do not care which you se€- 
ject. They both mean the same. Colonel] 
Cooper was mad, the words were 
spoken in a passion and were not meant 
and no one ever believed they were. 

“But Craig comes back and says, ‘Colo- 
nel, I can do nothing.”

General W.ushington took the revolver 
and showed the jury how hard it would 
be for Cooper to shoot. “We can only 
conjecture what was in Carmack’s 
mind. But it was one of two things: 
He would either bluff Cooper or force 
an assault. Carmack was a man § feet 
113-4 inches in height, and perfectly 


rroportioned. ; 

“Colonel Cooper saw in Craig’s eyes 
that there was danger, that Carmack 
was in an ugly mood. So he armed 
himself, and if he had not done so, he 
would be in his grave today.” P 
Washington Repeats Cooper’s Profanity. 

General Washington saw the error 
here—the defense’s contention being 
that Colonel Cooper never even drew 
his gun until the shooting was over— 
so he said: “If Robin Cooper had not 
armed himself, they would both be 
dead today. 

“Now, they say that Miss Lee was 
shocked at what the colone) said. Well, 
I do not want to say anything mean 
about Miss Lee. But when she said she 
couldn’t—oh, just couldn’t—repeat the 
words, and the court let her write 
them, I thought. we were going to hear 
something awful, but all she wrote 
was—” 

General Washington repeated the 
profanity, as though the women of 
Nashville were wont to hear it daily. 

The epithets used included the most 
vile that one man can apply to an- 
other. 

“That's all, gentlemen, that she says 
she heard!”’ 

The speaker argued that all the fear 
expressed by Mrs. Burch because her 
father was armed, was because he was 
so pacific and she had never heard of 
such a thing in her life. He claimed 
that Robin’s alarm was uue to his 
knowledge of his father’s crippled hand 
and his consequent inability to protect 
himself. He claimed Mrs. Burch was s0 
hysterical that she exaggerated the trou- 
ble and placed a construction upon it 
not warranted by Colonel Cooper’s lan- 
guage or intentions. 

Warning Sent by Cooper’s Daughter. 

“Dr. Witherspoon hears fram Mrs. 
Burch at 9 a. m. the day of the killing 
that ‘Papa is armed and threatens to 
kill Carmack on sight.’ He tries to see 
Carmack or Lander, general manager 
of the Tennessean. Finally, at II 
o'clock, when the fire is out and the 
plate is cold, Lander hears the threat 
and tells Carmack. Now, if Lander were 
a woman, I would call him Mrs. Mala- 
prop, for he seems to have a faculty for 
doing the wrong thing at the wrong 
time. Lander goes over and pours this 
warmed-over tale into Carmack’s ear, 
and he converts Carmack into a stick of 
dynamite.” 

General Washington next devoted near- 
ly half an hour te a burlesque imitation 
of General Garner’s cross-examination 
of witnesses, which seemed to amuse 
some of the jurors more than others. He 
compared Garner to a bee-martin peck- 
ing at a great G@agle—the eagle, he said, 
was John Sharp—and in pantomime he 
imitated the assaults of the bee-martin, 
He jumped around in front of the jury 
box, grotesquely waving his arms like 
the wings of an aeroplane about to as- 
cend. 

He Attacks Mise Lee. 

General Washington then returned to 
the case and discovered Colonel Cooper 
at the Maxwell house, talking to “Mrs. 
Williams, sister to Colonel Taylor of 
Reelfoot lake fame, than whom there 
is no better family or better blood in 
the world.’’ He described the confer- 
ence, the efforts of Bradford, Robin and 
Governor Patterson’ to maintain peace 
and the result. Next he took up the 3 
o'clock conference in Bradford’s office, 
attacked Miss Lee’s testimony, and ex- 
tolled General Brown and Judge Brad- 
ford. 

“Oh! what has become of the men of 
honor of Nashville of the old gallant 
blood, that attempts should be made to 


i discredit such men as Bradford and 


Brown, than whom no more honorable, 
better bred ever lived, and Miss. Lee im- 
peaches them! I1 do not want to charge 
Miss Lee with manufacturing testimony, 
yet there was something strange in her 
demeanor as she left the stand, and’ she 
never returned to her position, gentie- 
men; she never returned to Bradford's 
office after she testified here. Miss lee, 
though, says that (‘Bradford lied and 
Brown lied when they say Governor Pat- 
terson called Colonel Cooper on the 
phone, and she swears that this gallant, 
splendid lawyer, Judge Bradford, said he 
‘could have killed Carmack himself with 
as little remorse as he would kill a rat- 
tlesnake.’ I do not doubt that some hot 
head in that office did not say it, but not 
Judge Bradford. Miss Lee is—well, mis- 
taken. 
He Attacks Newsboy’s Story. 

“And they bring a newsboy here, and 
he swearg he heard Colonel Cooper say 
to Robin, ‘We will get him,’ or ‘We will 
catch him.’ The boy was mistaken. 


Robin had just said he wanted a coca-_ 


cola and what the boy heard Colonei 
Cooper say was, ‘We'll get it.’ ’’ 

Cemmenting on the state's failure to 
cross-examine Governor Patterson, Wash. 
ington said: “The state didn’t dare. 
They know better than to bump into a 
buzz saw revolving at the rate of {!20 
timeg a second. Even the bee-martin 
would not try.” 

General Washington had not concluded 
his argument when court adjourned for 
the noon recess. 

After the noon recess, General Wash- 
ington took up the right of the Coop- 
ers to be on Seventh avenue the after- 
noon of the killing. He claimed, hav- 
ing demonstrated that Governor Patter- 
son had summoned Colonel Cooper to the 
executive mansion, the Coopers had the 
same right there on that street that 
Carmack had. Next he attacked Genera! 
McCarn for not putting into his case- 
in-chief the proof as to how Senator 
Carmack got the revolver which he car- 
ried when he was shot. He declared it 
was the duty of the attorney general to 
put this evidence in, and that he did 
not do so because he knew it would ruin 
his case. 

After the denunciation of McCarn, 
General Washington went back to the 
morning of the tragedy, and started in 
on the early morning conference. Again 
he led up to the time of the shooting. 


He Called ra Here, 
Continually he erred to Calonel 
Cooper as “the old soldier of the con- 
feceracy,” “the grizzled hero of the lest 
cause,” “the man who rode with For- 
rest ang had through the hail 


j and Garner 


like leaves in autumn.” 

He declared Colonel Coé@oper proved 
his bravery when he walked over to 
meet Senator Carmack, who was much 
younrer, much larger, and jin the prime 
of life. 

“He didn’t know that Lander had 
emptied a ladle of hot lead into Car- 
mack’s ear. And Robém didn’t know §It. 
He knew this old soldier of the confed- 
eracy, crippleq anda infirm, was going 
over into danger. He had a right to 
go along. If he had not, he could not 
have lived in this community, no decent 
man would have taken his hand, and 
he would have deserveg to have been 
drowned like a puppy. So, up to the 
time he crossed the street to go to his 
ather, ,he had committed no wrong, 
violated no law of God or man. . 

“Colonel Cooper extended his wither- 
ead old han din amity. There was no 
overt act, was there, in holding out a 
withered hand? And Carmack would 
havé\taken that hand if it had not been | 
for the molten lead poured into his ear 
by Lander. 

Washington Denounces Mrs. Eastman. 

“And all Colonel Cooper said was, ‘Mr. 
Carmack.’ Mrs. EKastman tells a cock- 
and-bull story about Celonel Cooper 
saying ‘So, there you are, sir: I have 
the drop on you.’ But Mrs. Eastman did 
not tell of this remark a few moments 
after the tragedy, when it was fresh in 
her mind, and when she talked to Mr. 
W.S. Morgan. But she drags it into the 
case at this late day.’ 

Mrs. Eastman denies she ever saw or 
spoke to Morgan and is corroborated by 
several women who were present. She 
says she did talk to Mrs. Morgan, and 
that it may be Morgan got his idea from 
hig wife, 

“Why, gentlemen,’ Washington went 
on, “Carmack, from Mrs. Bastman’s own 
testimony, drew his revolver the moment 
he heard Colonel Cooper’s voice, and 
Colonel Cooper was so surprised and 
startled by this overt act, that he didn’t 
even draw his revolver. 

“Then Robin swung in. A new face 
confronts Carmack, but his brilllant 
mind takes in the situation and he real- 
izes that he has both the Coopers at his 
mercy, and he opens fire to kill them. 
Once, twice, he shoots, then, like this, 
Robin, after being wounded, swings 
around the posts and shoots three times, 
like this.’’ 

Washington Breaks Suspender Butten. 

General Washington seized the Car- 
mack revolver and dramatically acted 
out his theory of the shooting, and Me 
moved so violently that he lost a sus- 
pender. button, and had to desist a min- 
ute and repair the damage. 

“Is this a case of self-defense? What 
act did Robin commit in defense of his 
father? Did he raise his hand? Did he 
strike a blow? Not once. He came 
around and Carmack saw his opportunity 
and shot him, not his father. Up to that 
time he had done nothing and said noth- 
ing until he gets that wound that came 
within half an inch of a fatal shot. And 
as he didn’t fire in self-defense, eh? he 
had no right to fire? 

“Self-defense is the first law of nature; 
all things living are equipped to protect 
themselves. The law provides rules and 
men to enforce them, but when you g0 
out on the highways and are suddenly 
and viciously assaulted, then you have 
to protect yourself. 

He Denounces State Attorneys, 

General Washington returned to the 
famous scabbard found in Carmack’s 
Overcoat pocket. 

‘General Garner says he exonerates 
me and General Meeks of putting § it 
there. Then the only other men who 
had an opportunity to put it there are 
General McCarn and Captain Fitzhugh, 
and I exonerate them. But I say that 
any man who is mean enough to _ in- 
sinuate that any lawyer would do such 
a thing is mean enough to do it him- 
self. And after they make a mystery 
out of the scabbard, they have Wash- 
ington on the floor, and then McCarn 
proceed to walk up and 
down upon Washington’s prostrate form, 
But if they had taken the trouble tg in- 
quire into the history of this county, 
they would have learned that any man 
who attempts to walk over William 
Washington's form will find out before 
he gets through that he has something 
under his feet.’’ 

Another Accident to His Suspenders: 

Washington grew very excited over the 
incident and suffered another accident 
to his suspenders. He attacked the state 
for trying to impugn his professional 
standing, and denounced the state’s at- 
torneys for unprofessional conduct. 

The attorney next turned his attention 
to Benning, the witness under arrest on 
a perjury charge, and defended him 
warmly. Benning was in the court room 
and enjoyed the eulogy . immensely. 

At 5 p. m., ‘having spoken nine hours, 
General Washington announced that he 
would conclude in the morning. Court 
adjourned then until 9 a. m. tomorrow,
